Digital communication next best thing for parents

Michael Gough has 
reached across cyberspace 
to read his daughter Saige 
bedtime stories and teach 
her the ABCs. He has even 
watched her open Christ¬ 
mas presents from 1,000 
miles away. 

In the real world of di¬ 
vorce, Gough is a pioneer of 
what’s called “virtual visita¬ 
tion” — electronic commu¬ 
nication that is the next- 
best thing to actually being 
there for non-custodial par¬ 
ents. 

“It’s meant to supple¬ 
ment, not replace, face-to- 
face visits,” says Gough, 
who turned to technology 
when his ex-wife decided to 
move from Utah to Wiscon¬ 
sin with their then four- 
year-old daughter after the 
couple’s 2002 divorce. 


Shortly after the move, 
Gough showed up in court 
schlepping two laptops 
with high-speed Internet 
connections. It took $10,000 
in lawyers’ fees and a rela¬ 
tively brief demonstration 
to convince a family court 
judge the long-distance dad 
should be entitled to cyber¬ 
space contact with his 
daughter, in addition to his 
face-to-face visits. 

In 2004, Utah became the 
first state to make virtual 
visitation part of divorce 
legislation. 

Similar laws have since 
been passed in Wisconsin, 


Florida and Texas. 

It’s is still a relatively un¬ 
known concept in Canada, 
although Gough hopes to 
work with fathers’ rights 
groups to get similar access 
legislation here. 

“It makes children feel 
that we’re there, even 
though we can’t be,” says 
Gough, a computer security 
specialist who relied largely 
on a webcam to communi¬ 
cate with his daughter be¬ 
fore eventually relocating 
to Wisconsin as well. 

Two years ago, Gough 
helped establish the first 
free connection site for di¬ 


vorced parents, in DuPage 
County, Ill. 

To help other parents sep¬ 
arated from their kids by 
divorce, Gough also created 
a website and virtual visita¬ 
tion handbook, at 
intemetvisitaton.org. 

Virtual visitation remains 
controversial, says Chicago- 
based family law lawyer and 
fathers’ rights advocate Jef¬ 
fery Leving. The concerns, 
he says, include fears it will 
be used in court to justify a 
move away by custodial par¬ 
ents, to reduce face-to-face 
access time for the non-cus¬ 
todial parents and even be 
used as an excuse to cut 
child support payments, 
which are based at least in 
part on the amount of time 
each parent spends with a

Police name first black and first female superintendents

Halifax Regional Police 
broke two glass ceilings 
last week, as its class of 
four new superintendents 
included the force's first 
black and first female com¬ 
missioned officer. 

Don MacLean, Colleen 
Kelly, Robin McNeil and 
Jim Perrin were promoted 
Thursday in a packed cere¬ 
mony at Halifax City Hall. 

MacLean, who is black, 
grew up on Maynard Street, 
in the shadow of the police 
headquarters on Gottingen 
Street, but he never imag¬ 
ined himself inside the

blue uniform. He said some 
people are born wanting to 
be cops and will make it 
happen, but his focus is on 
reaching out to people who 
don’t see policing in their 


future. 

“They can be just as valu¬ 
able as police officers and 
we have a duty to go out 
and find those people. 
Someone went out and 
found me,” he said. “And 
here I am today, superin¬ 
tendent 16 years later.” 

He acknowledged his 
promotion had a wider im¬ 
portance for the relation¬ 
ship between the police 
force and black people. 

“It’s a personal achieve¬ 
ment that’s significant,” he 
said. “It’s not just me, it’s 
recognizing those people 
that came before, that 
maybe this wasn’t a realis¬ 
tic opportunity for them. 
Moving forward, there are 


people that will come be¬ 
hind me and recognize that 
it can be done. That’s pretty 
powerful stuff.” 

Kelly became the first fe¬ 
male police superintendent 
in the same week that Josee 
Kurtz became the first 
woman to take command 
of a Canadian war ship. 

“Today marks a tremen¬ 
dous day in the history of 
Halifax Regional Police and 
I’m proud to be (part of it),” 
said Kelly, a 20-year veter¬ 
an. She’s seen a steady rise 
in female officers in the 
force’s ranks. “You’re see¬ 
ing more females within 
policing. It’s probably go¬ 
ing to be less a novelty 
now, which is nice to see.”

Couple find dead 
dog 'tossed out 
like garbage'

With the crowd roaring 
like a jet plane and the 
smell of marijuana 
drifting up to the rafters of 
the Halifax Metro Centre, 
the old man stepped on 
stage and ripped into a 
wild version of When You 
Dance I Can Really Love. 

Canadian rock legend 
Neil Young, in Halifax on 
Friday for the second time 
in six months, played songs 
he wrote 30 years ago like 
they just came to him. 

A piano-pounding stomp 
through Are You Ready For 
The Country kept the show 
flying. Young, sporting a 
paint-spattered sports coat, 
rarely spoke to the near-ca¬ 
pacity crowd and sang 
with his eyes pinched shut. 

At other shows, it might 
come across as a detached 
singer bored with another 
night on tour, mindless of 
the crowd, but with Young, 
as always, he sang every¬ 
thing he needed to say. 

The 63-year-old broke 
the spell a few times, no¬ 
tably after his band leapt 
into one song as he dove 
into another. He turned to 
the musicians and asked, 
“What do you want to do?” 
in feigned exasperation. 

“This is like rehearsals 
for retirement, only we 
don’t want to get it down,” 
he added. “We always don’t 
want to be ready for that.” 


The stage decked out like 
a museum of instruments, 
Young headed to the organ 
at the back for a slow trip 
through Oh Mother Earth, 
accompanied by lighters 
swaying in the audience. 

Near the summit of the 


show, Young worked up a 
mesmerizing version of 
Change Your Mind, from 
the album Sleeps With An¬ 
gels. That album was 
recorded after the death of 
Kurt Cobain, who quoted 
“it’s better to burn out 


than to fade away” from 
Young’s Hey Hey, My My in 
his suicide note. Change 
Your Mind sounds like a 
too-late reply. 

Deep into his life, Young 
is still full of passion and in¬ 
tensity — and still burning. 


animals Janet Fraser and

Manning, animal control 
officer with the Cape Bre¬ 
ton SPCA, showed no 
signs of abuse. Medical 
tape wrapped around the 
dog’s right paw held a cot¬ 
ton swab on a shaved sec¬ 
tion where an injection 
was given to 
the animal, 
something 
Manning 
believed 
was done 
profession¬ 
ally at a vet¬ 
erinarian’s 
office. 

Manning 
said he 
planned on 
calling local 
veterinarian 
offices today to see if any¬ 
one recently had that type 
of dog brought in for euth- 
anization. If that is indeed 
the case, it wouldn’t result 
in an animal cruelty case 
because the animal was 
put down humanely. 

It would then become a 
municipal dumping issue. 
Disposing of a dead animal 
should be done in the cor¬ 
rect manner, said Manning. 

“That dog may be 
young, but it’s still part of 
a family. Just to disregard 
it on the side of the road 
because of a financial bur¬ 
den or whatever, it’s not 
right,” he said.

Production resumes on Sable project

The Canada-Nova Scotia 
Offshore Petroleum Board 
(CNSOPB), the government 
agency responsible for reg¬ 
ulating petroleum activi¬ 
ties on Nova Scotia’s off¬ 
shore, approved the com¬ 


pany’s repair and pre-start 
test programs. 

ExxonMobil completed 
the programs and produc¬ 
tion on the platform re¬ 
sumed yesterday. 

The board also ruled the 
fire caused “no immediate 
health, safety, environ¬ 
mental or resource conser¬ 
vation concerns,” accord¬ 
ing to Tim Church of the 
CNSOPB.

Calls to women's shelter increases during economic downturn

military The military has 
air power and firepower in 
Afghanistan, but 
providing Canadian 
soldiers with sufficient 
battery power is a 
multimillion-dollar 
concern for the country’s 
war planners, according to 
an extensive defence 
department study. 

While a rifle may be the 
soldier’s most trusted ally, 
the modern force can be 
effectively neutralized 
without a steady supply of 
AAs. The simple alkaline 
battery now powers 
soldiers’ night-vision gog¬ 
gles, flashlights, radios 
and global-positioning sys¬ 
tems, as well as night, 
thermal and laser-guided 
gun sights. 

“It used to be that the 
army marched on its stom¬ 
ach. I think it’s changed 
now,” said Scott Taylor, 
publisher of the military 
magazine Esprit de Corps, 
who served in the Canadi¬ 
an army in the 1980s. 
“They’ve got a lot more 
things that they’ve got to 
think about besides just 
feeding these guys. It’s be¬ 
coming high-tech soldier¬ 
ing.”

Worrying about paying 
the bills and feeding the 
kids is always a stressful 
time. But in this tough 
economy, it’s resulting in a 
dramatic increase in calls 
to the Calgary Women’s 
Emergency Shelter. 

The shelter has reported 
1,366 calls in February 
alone — a 300 per cent in¬ 
crease from the year be¬ 
fore. 

Fred, a former abuser 
who has gone through 
counselling, says he knows 
all too well how easily fi¬ 
nancial stress can trigger 
emotions. 


In Halifax 

• Laurie Ehler, executive direc¬ 
tor with Bryony House, a tran¬ 
sition house for abused 
woman and their children, 
said Halifax wasn't hit as hard 
in the early stages of the reces¬ 
sion as other areas, but she ex¬ 
pects an increase in numbers 
of people seeking help soon. 

“I know the number of 
calls is up right now, and 
the only thing I can say is 
try to be positive and work 
together. It’s a difficult 
time but you just have to 


try and ride it out,” he said. 

Fred said the stress of 
losing a job and not being 
able to pay bills can take a 
toll on families. 

“But there is no excuse 
for abuse.” 

While Fred has gone 
through counselling over 
the years and reconciled 
with his fourth wife of 17 
years, other women in the 
city aren’t as fortunate, ac¬ 
cording to shelter execu¬ 
tive director Lisa 
Falkowsky. 

“The number of people 
seeking support from pro¬ 
fessional counsellors on 


our telephone helpline 
and needing the security of 
our shelter continues to es¬ 
calate to numbers and 
severity we’ve never seen 
before,” she said. 

Falkowsky links the in¬ 
crease to the dwindling 
economy, but can’t pin¬ 
point why Calgary may be 
higher than the rest of the 
country, except that Cal- 
gaiy is usually higher to 
begin with. “Calgaiy seems 
to be hit harder than other 
cities and people may be 
taking it harder,” she

Thai ministry stormed as 
PM declares emergency 


Bangkok Thai Prime Minis¬ 
ter Abhisit Vejjajiva de¬ 
clared a state of emergency 
yesterday to quell political 
unrest and threatened to 
take tough action against 
protesters who have gath¬ 
ered in Bangkok. 

Anti-government pro¬ 
testers stormed the interi¬ 
or ministry yesterday, 
mobbing the prime minis¬ 
ter’s car and beat it with 
clubs as he drove away.

celled. Some leaders had to 
flee by helicopter.

Opposition leaders gath¬ 
ered 60,000 on Thursday 
and 20,000 on Friday, and

UN draft calling for 
N. Korea sanctions 
'symbolic at best’ 

critics Six world powers 
have agreed to a draft UN 
Security Council 
statement condemning 
North Korea’s rocket 
launch but analysts in Asia 
said yesterday its call for 
tougher sanctions against 
Pyongyang may be 
symbolic at best. 

Five permanent council 
members, including the 
North’s key ally China, 
and Japan agreed on Satur¬ 
day to the so-called “presi¬ 
dential statement” with 
tough wording as a 
compromise between inac¬ 
tion and Tokyo’s demand 
for a legally binding fresh 
resolution. 

China’s decision to sign 
onto the tough statement 
indicates Pyongyang will 
likely shrug off the meas¬ 
ure despite its earlier 
threat to take “strong 
steps” if the council acted, 
mainly because the impact 
of any sanctions would be 
limited, analysts said. 

“The largest significance 
of the statement is 
symbolic at best,” Yoo Ho- 
yeol, an expert on the 
North at Korea University 
in Seoul, said of the draft 
statement. “North Korea, 
if it wants to engage in il¬ 
legal activities, will do so 
no matter what.” 

North Korea said it suc¬ 
cessfully launched a satel¬ 
lite into space on April 5 
but Japan, South Korea 
and the U.S. said it was a 
long-range missile test in 
disguise and no satellite 
was orbited. reuters

April 22 is commonly cele¬ 
brated as Earth Day in 
many countries. 

Its origin dates back to 
1970 with the efforts of a 
senator Gaylord Nelson 
and a dedicated team who 
engaged more than 20 mil¬ 
lion people in environmen¬ 
tal events across the Unit¬ 
ed States. In 1991, Earth 
Day Canada was created. 
Today, Earth Day is used to 
promote year round ac¬ 
tion. 

The Earth is a big place. 
The Earth around its mid¬ 
section (circumference) is 


about 40,074 kilometres. 
If you wanted to drive the 
distance this would be like 
going from Halifax to Syd¬ 
ney, Cape Breton (about 
400 1cm) each day for 100 
days. To lighten your foot¬ 
print perhaps you could 
walk it. This would take 
13,335 days at a rate of 30 
1cm day or about 37 years. 

Walk and swim I should 
say, as 70 per cent of the 
Earth is water and much of 
the time you would be in a 
boat or swimming. 

Beyond the mass of the 
Earth is its atmosphere 
that extends out 10,000 
1cm. Beyond the atmos¬ 
phere is one crucial thing 
that all life on Earth is sup¬ 
ported by — the sun. The 
sun drives our climate, 
weather and the process of 
photosynthesis that con¬ 
verts light energy into food 
and oxygen.

U.S. environmental factors 
pushing gas prices higher 


The average U.S. retail 
gasoline price rose about 
10 cents a gallon over the 
past three weeks due to en¬ 
vironmental costs linked 
to warmer 
weather, 
though the 
price was 40 per 
cent lower than a 
year earlier, ac¬ 
cording to the 
Lundberg sur¬ 
vey released 
yesterday. 

The average 
national price 
for self-serve 
regular un¬ 
leaded gaso¬ 
line was $2,048 a 
gallon on April 10, up 9.58 
cents from March 20, ac¬ 
cording to the survey of 
gas stations. 

The price was a whop¬ 
ping $1.27 below a year 
ago levels, when crude oil 
prices soared. 


“The major cause of the 
rise of nearly a dime in 
three weeks is seasonal 
gasoline demand, not only 
because our consumption 
rises month by month, but 
because of the cost of envi¬ 
ronmental compliance,” 
Survey editor Trilby 
Lundberg said in 
an interview. 

As the weath¬ 
er warms, refin¬ 
ers are required 
to limit vapour 
pressure in or¬ 
der to avoid 
smog produc¬ 
tion. This will 
add to the cost 
across North America, 
she said. 

The lower gas prices 
could spur demand, which 
is likely to result in a rise 
in prices, but nowhere 
near the record $4,112 per 
gallon set on July 11, 2008.

On April 22 (Earth Day) 
the Ontario provincial 
government will 
implement the ban of 
pesticides for cosmetic 
use. It’s also a hot topic in 
municipalities across the 
country. 

No more Killex, Par III, 
Merit for grubs ... the list 
goes on. 

This has left many in the 
lawn care industry scram¬ 
bling to find effective alter¬ 
natives, or reposition their 
brand, not to mention the 
confusion of the home- 
owner running to stock up 
on pesticides, but it 
doesn’t have to be that 
way. 

The best way to keep 
your lawn weed-free and 
resistant to disease and in¬ 
sect infestation is a sound 
maintenance program that 
begins with soil testing.

Canada may be the home 
of global success story Re¬ 
search In Motion Ltd. and 
its popular BlackBerry 
smartphone, but the coun¬ 
try remains rather pokey 
when it comes to the num¬ 
ber of people that actually 
own and use wireless de¬ 
vices. 

Despite being an other¬ 
wise tech-sawy nation, 
Canada’s rate of wireless 
penetration continues to 


hover at a meagre 70 per 
cent, a survey released last 
Thursday by research firm 
TNS has found. 

That puts Canada near 
the bottom of 31 other 
countries in the online 
survey, on par with Viet¬ 
nam and Mexico and just 
ahead of last-ranked India. 

By contrast, the United 
States boasts a wireless 
penetration rate closer to 
90 per cent, according to

f hen babies 
can’t fall 
asleep and

in the night, it makes new 
parents crazy with ex¬ 
haustion and frustration. 

To save their sanity — 
and their marriages — 
some call in sleep doula 
Tracey Ruiz. 

Ruiz, 39, is also a regu¬ 
lar doula who attends 
births and helps parents 
postpartum. Eleven years 
ago, however, she’d only 
been to one birth — her 
own Cesarian section 
with her son. 

Then, while pregnant 
with her daughter, a 
friend needed a lift to the 
hospital. Ruiz stayed for 
the entire labour, holding 
her hand and talking to 
her. After the birth, which

Ruiz thought was “amaz¬ 
ing” the nurse said, “You 
should be a doula.” 

“What? You can get paid 
to do this?” Ruiz thought. 
But after her second ma¬ 
ternity leave, Ruiz went 
back to her job at FedEx. 
A few years later, when 
the company started a 
program where it offered 
sabbaticals, she took one 
and began training 
through Doulas of North 
American. 

She never went back, 
but instead began attend¬ 
ing births and helping 
parents with newborns. 
“It’s been a great business 
to grow as my children 
have grown,” she says. 

Ruiz got known for her 


nighttime post-partum 
support. Then more and 
more clients wanted assis¬ 
tance with sleep. So she 
trademarked the name 
“The Sleep Doula” four 
years ago and created a 
new service. 

Today, Ruiz’s Birth Solu¬ 
tions employs ten doulas, 
four of whom also do 
sleep (it makes up about 
60 per cent of the busi¬ 
ness). 

Some customers sign up 
for Ruiz’s so-called epidur¬ 
al to sleep training: In- 
home support. For this, 
Ruiz shows up at the 
child’s bedtime. The par¬ 
ents put the baby down 
awake and Ruiz stays in 
the room shushing the ba¬ 


by to sleep. 

Whenever the little one 
wakes up, Ruiz is there — 
lying in front of the crib 
wrapped in a comforter — 
to shush and chat the ba¬ 
by back to sleep. On night 
two, she just shushes. By 
night three, the parents 
can do the job. 

By the end of the week, 
parents usually have an 
excellent sleeper. 

With all this night work 
and her BlackBerry going 
off at all hours, Ruiz her¬ 
self rarely gets eight 
hours in a row. “I sleep 
here and there,” she says.

Brent Butt thinks his deci¬ 
sion to end Corner Gas 
was a good one.

From the bluesy sax solo 
that opens the album, to 
the inspired songs and 
performances, it’s clear 
that this one’s for LeRoi. 

Big Whiskey and the 
Groogrux King, the Dave 
Matthews Band’s first al¬ 
bum since 2005, draws up¬ 
on a number of sources of 
inspiration: Producer Rob 
Cavallo (Green Day, My 
Chemical Romance), the 
band’s maturation and a 
focus on creating a studio 
project on a level with the 
band’s potency as one of 
the most popular live acts 
in rock history. But it’s 
hard to deny the impact of 
the loss of founding mem¬ 
ber LeRoi Moore, who last 
summer died of complica¬ 
tions from injuries suf¬ 
fered in an all-terrain- 
vehicle accident after work 
on the album had begun.

Violinist Boyd Tinsley 
agrees that the sessions 
helped pull the band mem¬ 
bers together. “You’re in 
the studio and you look 
around, and there’s some¬ 
body missing,” he says. 

Even so, the energy 
around the DMB camp is 
positive now as the mem¬ 
bers gear up to promote 
what they feel could be a 


career-changing album, 
due June 2 on RCA. 

The Mardi Gras-inspired 
Groogrux began more than 
a year ago at the band’s 
hometown studio in Char¬ 
lottesville, Va., where 
Moore’s skills as an 
arranger and idea man were 
instrumental in putting to¬ 
gether many of the musical 
concepts that led to the 
songs on the record. 

“We had two, maybe 
three sessions before he 
had the accident,” says 
drummer Carter Beauford, 
“and those were the very 
crucial stages of this proj¬ 
ect, because we had to lay 
down the very foundation 
of this whole sound.” 

After Moore’s accident 
while on a tour break in Ju¬ 
ly and his death in August, 
the band resumed work on 
the album last fall in Seat¬ 
tle. The band took a break 
for the holidays and re¬ 
grouped earlier this year in 
New Orleans, with final 
work completed at Caval- 
lo’s home studio. reuters

Metro Recipe of the Day 


One-Crust 
Chicken Pot Pies 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 1/2 lbs (750 g) boneless, 
skinless chicken breasts 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 
1 refrigerated piecrust 

1 egg white, lightly beaten 
with 1 tsp (5 ml) water 

2 medium carrots, peeled 
and thinly sliced 

1 cup (250 ml) frozen corn 
kernels 

1 cup (250 ml) frozen 
green peas 
1 cup (250 ml) frozen 
small white onions 
1 cup (250 ml) table cream 
6 tbsp (90 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

1 tbsp (15 ml) margarine 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Bring chicken breasts, 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt, and 
enough water to cover to a 
simmer in large pot over 
medium-high heat. 

Reduce heat to low; gently 
poach chicken until juices 
run clear, 15 minutes. 
Transfer chicken to 
cutting board; cool and 
cut into bite-size pieces. 
Reserve 2 cups (500 ml) 
poaching liquid. 

2. Preheat oven to 425°F 
(220°C). Lightly coat 
baking sheet and six 1-cup 
(250-ml) ovenproof dishes 
with non-stick cooking 
spray. 

3. Dust work surface with 
flour. Unfold pie crust on 
surface and roll out. Cut 6 
squares to fit on top of 
pies. 

4. Make 6 decorations and 
attach 1 cutout to each 
pastry square with egg 
white. Brush tops 

of decorated pastries with 



egg white. Transfer to bak¬ 
ing sheet and bake until 
golden brown, 12 minutes. 
Transfer to wire rack to 
cool. 

5. Meanwhile, cook 
carrots in boiling water 
until tender, 5 minutes; 
drain. Rinse frozen vegeta¬ 
bles with hot water; drain. 
Whisk cream and flour in 
small bowl. Melt 
margarine in medium pot 
over medium heat. Whisk 
in cream mixture, then re¬ 
served poaching liquid. 
Cook until sauce thickens 
and boils, 5 minutes. Stir 
in chicken, carrots, corn, 
peas, onions, black pepper 
and remaining salt. Cook 
until heated through, 
about 3 minutes; divide 
among dishes and bake 
until bubbling, 15 
minutes. Top with pastry 
squares.
